BRITISH  ANTI-WAR  MOVEMENT 

How  to  FIGHT  against  WAR 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the 
British  Anti-War  Congress,  held  in  London,  March,  1933,  by  1,500 
Delegates,  600  Branches  of  Trade  Unions,  Co-op.  Guilds,  Political 
Parties  and  Peace  Societies: — 

(1)  Formation  of  Anti-War  Councils  in  every  important  centre. 
Stoppage  of  manufacture  and  transport  of  War  material. 
Support  of  any  section  of  the  workers  taking  effective  action 
to  stop  war. 

(2)  Exposure  of  War  preparations. 

(3)  Condemnation  of  cancellation  of  Anglo-Soviet  Trade  Agree¬ 
ment  and  defence  of  the  Soviet  Union  against  calumny  and 
intervention. 

(4)  Exposure  of  imperialist  character  of  the  League  of  Nations. 

(5)  Secure  the  support  of  all  organisations  genuinely  seeking  to 
prevent  War,  especially  Trades  Union  branches,  Co-operative 
Societies  and  Peace  Societies. 

(6)  Bring  an  understanding  of  the  War  danger  before  all  people 
in  every  department  of  life  and  in  every  Branch  of  the 
Services. 

The  British  Anti-War  Movement  appeals  to  all  workers  to  join  in 
building  the  mass  united  front  against  War.
